Claim 10, line 4, the phrase "all possible challenges" appear confusing since it 
leave no bound for reasonable interpretations. 

Claim 15, line 4, the phrase "all possible challenges" appear confusing since it 
leave no bound for reasonable interpretations. 

The examiner also thanks Applicant's representative, Michael Belk, for 
authorization during a telephone call of March 1, 2010 regarding the possible 
examiner's amendments to correct the claim objections. However, the minor 
informalities to the drawings and the specification arise that necessitated this instant 
Office Action. 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-6 and 8-15 are allowed. 

The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: Applicant's amendments and arguments filed on 1 1/24/2009 are considered 
persuasive. Accordingly, the prior art fails to disclose an information carrier containing 
a non-clonable optical identifier comprising: (i) an optical scattering medium and a light 
absorbing means for hampering an attempt to clone the information carrier by challenge 
it wit possible challenges and storing the detected responses; (ii) wherein the optical 
scattering medium comprising a scattering material having a low light transmittance or 
reflectance; (iii) wherein the light absorbing means reduce the intensity of the light 
beam passing through the optical scattering medium; and having the functions and 
characteristics in the manners as recited in claim 1 . The prior art also fails to disclose 
the limitations of claims 10 and 15.
